and Englishmen; and in this they will do 
precisely wlmt civdizod people would do 
under similar circumsUmces. It is evi- 
dent, from the tone of the British news- 
papers, that the British public look upon 
the union of Germany and Groat Britain 
for the purpose of suppressing the slave 
trade in Africa with distrust and disfavor, 
and that thisy' believe that it will' be fol- 
lowed by cbmequeiices'uijurious to Great 
Britain. ' - • • - 

PISH PROTECTION. 

Not very long ago American .slatesmen 
wore, or professed to be, indignant at 
what they called the brutality of Cana- 
diaits in prutcuting their., fisheries from 
Amorican poachers. That brutality con 
siated in 'iiisisting on carrying out in a 
quiet way, the terms of a treaty made 
with the American Government, no harm 
was done to any American citizen. The 
lives and the limbs of Yankee tisheriiieii 
caught tialiiiig within the pi'e.serihed limit 
were not in tho slightest danger. But 
the AniericaiiB act very dili'erently wlien 
they are protecting their own lisliei ii;s 
from their fellow-citi/.eiis. Thu oyster 
fisheries of Chesapeake Bay are very val 
uable. But the Yankee fishermen can- 
not resist the temptation of poaching up- 
on their neighbors' oyster preserves. 
How they are treated when they do so is 
related in the following telegram, dated 
from Baltimore, November if^d. : 

While lifteen sloojis and plimgors were 
yeatei'day afternoon dredging on forbid- 
den bars off Little Cliontank, the police 
sloop, tiovernor Thomas bore down upon 
thaui and began firing. The dredgers 
answered the police sloop with a well 
directed volley of buckshot and bullets. 
The schooner Thomas B. Scliall beiii;.,' 
directly in range of the gniia, (1. Custis 
was shot through the body. After two 
hours and a half tiglitin.g the dredgers 
began to close in on tlie sloop, wliei'eu|)on 
the latter turned and lied; followed by a 
parting volley. Several of the dredgors 
received bullets in their arms or legs. 
It ia reported tliat a large party boarded 
tho .State sloop at midniglit iiiteiuliug to- 
kill Captain John Marshal, who, howuvur, 
was not on board. 

If the captain of . any Caudian cutter 
should act in th6' way the conmiauder of 
the sloop Governor- Thbhias did, what a 
row tlioru would bo in every part of tiie 
I'nited .Statea ! The brutality and blood- 
tliiistiiiesa of the Canadians would be lln' 
tlieiiie of any luiiiiber of .State [lapers, 
able editorials and stiiinp speeches in ami 
out of Congress. But Canadians have as 
good a right to the mackerel in these 
water.! as the Americans have to the 
oysters in Chesapeake Bay. 



JOHN BRIGHT. 



The death of John Bright is momonl-ar- 
ily expected. When he dies England will 
have lost one of the noblest and moat 
gifted of her sons. There are united in 
.1 ohn Bright great talents and invincible 
integrityj ' He has done his country great 
service and he has lived a pure life. He 
is, before everything, an honoat man. He 
ditl what he consideretl right no matter 
how hard it was, regardless whom he of- 
fended or whom he iileased, and he re- 
fused to do what he believed to be wrong 
however strong the temiitation to siverve 
from what he conscientiously believed to 
be the path of strict rectitude. "Duty" 
has always been tk. word to, hiin of tre- 
nieudous significance. When it was dis- 
giucef ul to be a Badical in England, when 
the profession of the radical creed wusn 
bar alike to political preferment and social 
distinction, John Bright was a Radical of 
the Rikdicals. Ho never concealed his 
principles. He never for policy sake aaid 
one thing when he believed another. lie 
nover shrank from reproach or abuse ur 
contumely. He manfully fought for the 
right without waiting to see who bis a.«ao 
oiates were or what the coiiseijuencea of 
Ilia advocacy, niight be to himself per- 
sonally. His name is associated with 
all the reforms of his day, and he advo- 
cated must of them long before it became 
the fashion to be iu favor of reform. He 
Ir a Quaker and comes of a Quaker stock, 
lie has boon consequently the friend and 
advocate of peace. Here again ho stood 
up heroically for his priucijde.s and faced 
a storm of obloquy which mnsthave Iieeii 
liiird indeed for a man of his large and 
.syniliathetic heart and liuefeeling to ivilli- 
Btaiid, When he stood for peace, at any 
price, he must, if he had been a weaker 
and lees courageous man, have been 
swept from public life by the torrent of 
popular indignation and contempt which 
he. was forced to stem. But every one 
knew that John Bright believed in what 
be advocated, and those who denounced 
liim most bitterly could iiut but fuel re- 
spect for the man who, in doing what he 
Ijolieved to be his duty, braved the coii- 
leinjituouH anger of a nation. He survived 
this, aa he did other atonns, enjoying that 
.uoat sustiiiniiig of CMiaidations, the an 
.■^werof agoodconscieiice. .John Blight liii.s 
1 ived to witness the triumph of most of the 
principles for whioh he f(>u){ht,ai.id sufl'ei,'- 
ud. He has lived, too, to be understood 
...nd- appreciated, not only by his fellow- 
countrymen of all parties and all creeds, but 
by the lovers of mankind ami of progress 
if every civiliv:ud nalioii on the earth, 
i'lie latter years of .John Bright's life have 
been Jieacoful and ((uiet. Ho lii'S sailed 
ivith the stream whose oiirrvnt hi! did so 
iiiiicli to turn. .So great h.'is been the 
'liaiige of |)ublie opinion in bis day that 
ilui principles which were in liis youthful 
.lays denounced aa radical and even revo- 
lutionary are now looked upon as almost 
conservative, and are hold by men of 
nearly every shade of political opinion. 
I'here are few men who have done so 
much good in their day both by their life 
and their teachings as John Bright, and

The 
salt trust too has .shown that trade itoni- 
binationa to limit production and to 
atranglo comiietition nre not conlincd to 
protectionist count rios. That combina- 
tion has worked eiiergctic-dly and iiitel- 
liguntly, and its openitiona luivo all'ected 
the price of salt almost everywhere. It 
has raised salt in England, for domestic 
purposes, from 2b; 6d, per ton to 9a., and 
the export article' from Ss. to 16s. a ton. 
It is a little singular that this great 
advance in the price of this iieceas.'U'y of 
life has not lessened the deiuaiidwliich has 
increased of Jate rather than ilimiiiislied. 
T'lie English salt works are now operated 
to their utmost i.'a|iacity night and day. 
This liaa not boon the case for many 
veaiH. But the British public do not 
look upon this combine with a friendly 
eye. They believe that competition is 
thti life of trade and llmt any organiza- 
tion whose object it is to kill compotititm 
must be injurious to trade in general and 
unfair to the consiiiiier. The most eiier 
getic and iiidigiiiuit of I he haters of mon- 
"P"'y g'^at Bi'it.'Uii have formed them- 
selves into a league the ohject.s of wbieli 
are declared in the following luhertise- 
uielit which l.'ilely appeared iu lho f.nii- 
don papeis.

like the Salt Union having a long lease of 
life appear to ua to bo very few indeed. 
Ita promoters and niunibors ara evidently 
determined to make hay while the sun 
shiiius for, if all accounts aro true, they 
are just now coining money,

Cross-exaniinod by Mr. Walker. — .loo 
was sober in the morning; Lucy was 
Iressed as slu! usually w.'is in daytime ; 
there was no lii|Unr in the house. 

The foreiuaii asked if sliu eould speak 
Chinook and prisoner replied in the iieg.'i- 
live. 

A juryman asked witness if there was 
any liquor iu the house on Saturday, and 
witness said that she did not know. 

, lohnny, a Smigish Indian (Indian naiiie 
Nali-noniie), swuin, lestilit'd that lie liveil 
Oil the KsiiiiiiiialL liulian reserve; knew 
the prisoner .lue; he lived next dom' to 
my house; .Joe lived with bis aunt Luc}', 
and the little boy Louie; Joe's bouse was 
but three feet from where witness lived; 
saw Lucy alive for last time on Saturday 
noon; she w.'is in good health then; face 
w.'is .ill right, uilli no marks on it; saw 
.loe oil Saturday at noon; wi.'iit into town 
with Lucy on Saturday afternoon, .loe 
lieing at work ; .1 oe worked at S.'iyward's 
mill; weslopiiedat the mill where we had 
our dinner, myself, my wife, niy aunt and 
little nephew; .loe also waa with us; we 
had something to drink, Joe bringing out 
II ainall bottle of liquor; ibwas one o'clock 
when we started for town from tho mill; 
.loe remained at work; Lucy went into a 
store and witness walked around 
the t<jwn: this was the last tinio 
I saw niy aunt; returned Inniie 
with my wife; next time I saw niy aunt 
she was with Lucy; did not see Joe after 
noon on Saturday until after his aunt 
was dead; next time he saw Joo was 
when he wa.s at his own house; .loe came 
and awoke liiiii and hollered that bis wife 
was dead ; be got ii]i and went out and 
M.'iry asked liiiii wliatw;is the ni.'ittiir, and 
he told lier his aunt was dead; went into 
hia aunt's house and uaught hold of ber 
arm and felt it; asked Joe what was the 
matter, as he saw wound on her face; Joe 
replied that he did not know, liirhad had 
one drink bebire he went to bed lirst, 
leaving his wife Hitting on a chair; .loe 
said he thought his wife bad fallen out id' 
bed and hurt liimself; woman ii'iined Mary 
told us to carry tho body iiitcj the kitchen 
near the fire, and the warmth might make 
her better; carried the body to the kitchen 
and placed it beftire the lire-jilace; .loe 
brought tub into room to warm his wife 
himself, and Mary told lue to get two cdd 
women to wash tlie body, .loe asked 
what Mary said, and on being told got 
mad, and said that he did not want any 
one to wash his wife, and would not have 
it; witness did not go for the woman, and 
Maiy went out and told everyone an- 
other side of the matter. A number of 
my friends came in and started to take oH' 
Lucy's clothes to wash lier, and witness 
went outside; two women then washed 
the body. NVhon I went back into the 
house his aunt was dressed in her clot lies 
and was laid on a table. When witness 
first wetit into the house Lucy was lying 
on trip of the bed, having a dress on, the 
bed-clothes wore not disordered, the blan- 
l;ets were well-lixed, the jiillow being on 
top. Witnes.s waa the lirst to go in the 
house. A coal-oil lamp was burning at 
the time; did nut light tliu lamp, perhaps 
it waa .Joe who lit it; it was 
lighted before 1 went into tli 
liimse; recognize the 'bucket ptoduced; it 
was lying a short distance from tho bed, 
about two feet; it contained water; don't 
know what ealled his attention to bucket: 
when ho asked .loe what was the mailer 
with his wife, he said that she fell from 
the bed into the bucket. 

To the court — No one drank any of the 
water after I saw it. 

To Mr. Irving — When Mary told me to 
go for the two women she spoke in native 
language; prisoner asked what was lieiiig 
said, and after being told, .loe said not to 
go after the women as he did not want to 
have anyone fooling with bis wife ; ho 
would wash her himself; when he shw bis 
aunt on Saturday her fivce was well, but 
on Sunday morning there were inarks on 
her head, her iiecic was bbu'k ami her 
face swelled up; the bruises on llie neck 
looked like seialelies; the liriiisi s on I hi' 
neck looked as though caused l.y being 
choked by .soiiii'oiie. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Walker: -.Saw 
.loo give' Lucy 9^ on Saturday morning to 
p.'iy for the horse being sh«ed; l;ucy used 
to drink liipior; saw her drinking from a 
siu.'tll bidtle of liipior; .saw .loe drinking 
Id llie door of his house, and when he was 
liliislieil throw (he bottle to one sido; did 
not knoiv wludhm' .loe inlmiiled goiie.; l.i 
(icddstream on .Siinilay moriiiiig; befme 
Saliinlay .bu! hail ai'i'.ingenient s iii.'idelci 
go out lo g(tt reeds for making niattiiig 
, To Mr. Irving — When 1 saw Joe take 
this drink it wai early on Sunday luoni 
ing after his wife died. It was a bigger 
lioilh? than iln! one |)rodiiced.. Saw the 
bottle Willi (,'oiisiable Lewis; aii't tell 
where it w.'iH bjiiml. 

To a juryman - , loe drank a liolth.' of 
whiskey on the way home; be brought two 
bottles home; 1 know this because Joe told 
1110 on Sunday morning, and my little 
nejihew also told me. 

To tho court — Never .saw anyone who 
had boon choked; the bruises were black 
and wore around tho front of the neck. 

The next witness was the little boy 
Louie, who slept in the house tho night 
the woman died. The little boy was aboni 
toh years of ago, with pretty, bright black 
eyes, and a wealth of shaggy black hair. 
He stood in the box with his lingers in 
Ilia luouth a picture of aboriginal inno- 
cence. The Dojiuty Attorney-tJeneral 
considered tho witiiesa too young to bn 
sworn, and after swearing tho interpreter, 
it was decided not to examine him, ami 
lie si ,')i|ied out of the box. 

Mui^'arut, uu ludiau tvouiau, sworn, 



^ave evidence as to tho whereabouts and 
appearance of tho dead woman on Satur- 
day and Sunday, conliriaing tho evidence 
of previous witnesses: the marks on tho 
breast and shoulders were evidently fin- 
ger marks; the neck waa discolored; she 
did not think either Lucy or Joa wrs 
drunk on Saturday iiight at seven o'clock, 
when she saw them. 

Amanda, another Indian woman, living 
near Lucy, hoard screaming after eleven 
o'clock on the Saturday night beforo Lucy 
was found dead; about half-past four on 
Sunday morning she went to Luuy's 
house, where she saw Joe and Johnny; 
found Lucy's body, dreseed, lying near 
the tiro; .Too told her Lucy fell out of bed 
and knocked ber head on the bucket at 
at about four o'clock; she thought Lucy 
must have died before fonr o'clock as the 
body was cold when she got over. 

lilootchie deposed to hearing Lucy 
acreain tho night beforo her death, and 
.loe, ;inothor Indian witneaa, to liiuling a 
billet of wood in the niattrasa on Jo's bed. 

Provincial Policeman Campbell deposed 
to knowing the prisouer, hia wife: Lucy, 
and all tho witnesses in the case. Ho de- 
scribed Lucy's house and tho size of the 
dilferent rooms. 'I'he bed was VSk to Il'i 
inches iu height. (Identilied bucket pro- 
duced as tho one found in Lucy's house. 
The bucket was 10 inches in height.) 
From Lucy's bed to Amanda's house 
would-not be more than 30 yards; his at- 
tention was called to roof in Lucy's room; 
between tho roof and the wall you could 
sec day light all around; tho room was not 
plastered; his attention was first called to 
Lucy's death by one of the witnesses; wont 
over and found Lucy laid out; described 
the cut, over the left eye and the discolor- 
ation of the body and nock; thought when 
he lirst lay the marks on the throat and 
neck that Lucy liad been choked and the 
mark was the imprint of fingers; Joe took 
him into the bedroom; and showed him 
where I<ucy had fallen out of the bed 
into the bucket; there was no blood 
on the bucket which contained a little 
clear water, .loe told him that it was 
whiskey killed Lucy, hia exact words 
w ore: " 1 did'nt kill mama, whiskey kill- 
ed her." 

After tho iiuiuost, arrested ,Toe on a 
warr>\iit from the coroner. After arrest- 
ing .Joe, caulioued him not t(j siiy any- 
thing. He coiitiiiiled to say, however, 
that be did'nt kill niaiiia. .loe was cimh- 
niitled afterwards and taken back to jail. 
'J'hough cautioned not to talk, on going 
back to jail Joe said: " i didn't kill 
nmimi, whiskey hilled her; if 1 hadn't had 
whiskey she would have been all riylit. " 
Ho also said ho didn't care ifliegotL'O 
ye.-irs. He-ceived the billet of ';wood pro- 
duced in court from ,loe, the witness, and 
deli\ ered it to I'luviiicial Constable Mil- 
ler; was present when Dr. Jackson made 
the examination, and identified the body 
as that of Lucy; this morning ho hoard 
.loe say that he didn't care, ho wouldn't 
cry if he got ton years. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Walker— I told 
I he prisoner to shut up when lie started 
to talk after the arrest. 1 did not notice 
any hairs on the billet of wood; gave it to 
provincial constable Miller just aa 1 r 
ceived it. 

To a juror— Never knew Lucy to bo 
the worse of liquor until she got with Joo. 
It would be impossible for anyone to be 
killed by falling out of the bed on the 
bucket, as the priaoiier stated; there were 
no blood stains on the bed — did not 
search for them. 

To Mr. Walker— Joe said that Lucy 
fell out of the bed on the bucket. 

Provincial constable Miller deposiod to 
ieci;i\ ing the billet of wood produced, 
fioni ollicer Campbell, and to finding 
several short hairs sticking to it. llund- 
od I be stick of wood to the coroner. Dr. 
Jackson. 

Mr. Walker objected to the stick being 
shown to tho jury. Tho objection waa 
noted. 

Dr. William Jackson, sworn, deposed t< 
making an examination on the bodv

the W'.niiaii Lucy. Ile described in de- 
tail the injuries, iNspecially those on llie 
be:id, and gave as bis opinion that death 
was caused by concussion of the brain, the 
result of blows made by some blunt in- 
strument, such as the billet*d' wood pro- 
duced. On examining tho slab of wood, 
found several jiioces of broken black hair 
sticking to it. The hair was simOar to 
that of the dead woman. 

Witness was cross-examined at consid- 
erable length by the counsel for the pris- 
oner. 

On the conclusion of tho case for the 
Crown, al seven o'clock, i\Ir. \\'alker ask- 
ed for an adjournment of one hour to 
procure medical evidence. 

The adjournment was granted. 

EVENING SESSION. 

On the court lesuming at .S:I!0 p.ni 
Dr. iiannington waa called by iMr, Wal- 
ker, cimnsel for the prisoner. He gave 
as his opinion that it woyld be impossible 
for a medical man to ascertiiiii tho extent 
of injury to the bmin from a blow, itonl}' 
an external eNiuiiiiiat ion of the skull was 
made; he would not undertake to swear 
that death had been caused by concus- 
sion of the brain without e.xainiiiiiig the 
brain; could not swear to death being 
caused by concussion of the brain, even if 
he did e.Yamine tho brain. Tt generally 
took from nine to Lwenty-finir hours for a 
body lo lieconie i:old, seldom less I liaii 
nine hours; alcoholic poisoning would 
cause congestion of the stomach; 1 should 
consider it necessary to examine every 
organ of the body in luaking a »o»t «nor(ui/i 
examination. 

To His Lordship — I have not examined 
into this case at all; my o[)inioii given 
is merely baseil upon a sup]iosed stale of 
circuiii.stauces ; if I saw sultieieiit localise 
death, 1 would not ('oiisiderit necessary to 
continue a yio.^/ »iojYi'i/i exainin.itiou ; if I 
saw a clot of blood on the side of tliu head 
that would not be sutticient to ensure; it 
takes from nine to twenty-four hours for 
a body to iiecome cold; 1 do not say th.'it 
it is ini;ioHsilile for a body to gtd cold in 
less than nine hours; I should consider it 
iniprol.able. 

At nine o'clock .Mr. Walker pr.iceoded 
to address tlii! jury, briotly, clearly and for- 
oibly. The t henry of the defence was thai 
Lucy eanio to her death by oxcessive iiidiil- 
gencoinalcidudicpoisonii. Carefully review- 
ing the details of the case, he dwelt on the 
fact that several of the witnesses had de- 
posed to hearing Lucy scream, bol ^oen 
eleven and twelve o'clock on the night 
lu'evioua lo Lilly's death, Tlioy llion do- 
posed to timliiig tho body cold and still', 
lad.ween four and live o'clock. The doc- 
liu'a evidence showed that the body 
would not becom.e cold until at least nine 
hours after death. 

After Mr. Walker had concluded his 
remarks, di'puly atlorney-general Irving 
w.'dved hia right to addriLsa the jury, rest- 
ing the case for the crown on tlio eviilonce 
produced, and his lordaliip charged the 
jurors briefiy, complimenting tho counsel 
for the prisoner .'on the very careful and 
creditable manner in which he had con- 
ducted the defence, and calling attention 
in his riniiarks to the necessity of doctors 
when holding a imsl inoiifiii exHiiiiiiation 
making it thorough in every iiarliciilar 
and examining every organ of the body. 

The jury retired to consider their ver- 
dict at !):-15, and Mr. Walker raised a 
number of objeclioim to his •^Jl'dsliip's 
charge, which were duly noted. 

'I'lui jury returned at ten o'clock with a 
verdict that the prisoner w.is guilty of 
iiiaiislaughter.
